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Welcome to InControl Tools 

This booklet is designed to answer 
questions about the operation of 
Diamond's InControl Tools and to provide 
basic information on how some functions 
can be used. 


About InControl Tools 

InControl Tools is a set of utilities and 
features designed for everyday use. It 
provides a common graphic user interface 
for configuring your Diamond products. 
Additionally, it adds productivity tools to 
the Windows desktop including real-time 
pans and zooms, on-the-fly resolution 
switching, Energy Star power conservation 
settings and desktop management control. 


How to Use this Booklet 

InControl Tools is divided into six major 
modules. Each module has several options 
you can select and modify. This booklet 
describes each module, briefly describes its 
features and provides screen displays to 
help explain each option. Some features 
are not available on all cards and those 
exceptions are noted. 


Installation 

Installing Diamond Windows display 
drivers with InControl Tools is as simple as 
executing the INSTALL program from either 
DOS or from within Windows. See your 
Diamond User Manual for additional 
installation instructions. 
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1. Display 
You can specify the type of 
monitor attached to your 
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Diamond graphics cara, or create <— -

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1.1 Display Monitor , 
Select the manufacturer and 
model of the monitor attached 
to your Diamond graphics card 
and all compatible display modes 
will be listed. You have full control 
over adjusting the location of the 
image without using the manual 
monitor controls. Each display 
mode will be properly centered for 
your monitor. If your monitor is 
not listed, select User Defined 
Monitor from the manufacturer 
and model list. 


1.2 Display Mode 

If you created a User Defined 
Monitor, use the Display Mode 
pull-down menu to select 
resolutions to be added to the 
Display Mode list. 


1.3 Refresh Rate 

The Refresh Rate option allows 
you to select from a list of 
available refresh rates for your 
chosen display. 


1.4 Display Mode 
Centering Option 

If you created a User Defined 
Display Mode, use the Display 
Mode centering option to center 
the image on your screen. When 
this has been done for each 
mode, the display on your 
monitor will always remain 
centered. 
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1.5 Color Correction* 

Use the Color Correction option 
to adjust the monitor display 
color to match your color 
originals and printed output to 
your display. Select one of the 
available test patterns and 
adjust the brightness, contrast 
and gamma sliders for each color.

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2. Desktop 

By using the Desktop option you 
can configure your desktop size, 
viewport size, color depth, logical 
DFI, icon font, cursor color and 
cursor Size. 


2.1 Desktop Size 

The Desktop size option is used 
to select the desktop resolution. 
The desktop can exceed the 
viewport size to provide a virtual 
desktop. 


2.2 Viewport Size 

Use the Viewport size option to 
select the Default Display Mode. 
Only modes listed in the viewport 
size list will be available. 


2.3 Color Depth 

The Color Depth menu is used to 
select the number of colors to be 
displayed on the screen. 
Depending upon the refresh rate 
and resolution you have selected, 
some color depths may not be 
available. 


2.4 Icon Font 

Use the Icon Font, Icon Style and 
Size menus to customize your 
desktop icon fonts. 


2.5 DPI 

Use the DF! pull-down menus to 
adjust the image on the screen 
to match your printer output. 
You may want to use a ruler to 
calibrate the rulers in the sample 
window. 


2.6 Cursor Size & Color* 
The Cursor Size and Cursor Color 
options will allow you to 
customize your Windows cursor 
gize, and on some cards the 
cursor color.

option. In particular this can be Zoom to 800 x 600

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6.0 Power Option 

The Fower option allows you to 
configure your screen saver and 
power management states. The 
power management state is 
supported in conjunction with 
monitors that support the 
Display Fower Management 
System (DFM9). 


6.1 Screen Saver 

Use the screen saver menu to 
select from available screen 
savers located in your Windows 
directory. 


6.2 Time Intervals 6.2 
Use the Time Interval selection to 

specity the number of minutes to 

wait before a screen saver is 

started or a power saving mode 

is initiated. Use the Screen 

Saver, Suspend Mode and 

Fower-Off Mode selections to 

determine the interval that these 

operations will occur. 


6.3 Time Meter 6.3 
The time meter is a handy 

reference for viewing the time 

intervals you have selected. 
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
